IN THE SETTLING DUST OE THE CONTROVERSIAL SUBJECT OF SPORTS 
CONTACTS WITH SOUTH AFRICA AT THE RECENT COMMONWEALTH SUMMIT IN 
LONDON, IT HAS FINALLY BECOME CLEAR THAT NO OUTRIGHT BOYCOTT OF 
NEXT YEAR’S COMMONWEALTH GAMES IN EDMONTON, CANADA, IS LIKELY TO 
BE FORTHCOMING. 

HOWEVER, THE PARTY NEWSPARE HERE, THE TIMES OF ZAMBIA, TODAY CALLS 
FOR A BOYCOTT OF THE GAMES IF NEW ZEALAND DOES NOT STOP SPORTS 
COMPETITION WITH THE PRETORIA GOVERNMENT. 

BASING ITS EDITORIAL COMMENT ON A FRONT-PAGE REPORT FROM LONDON 
REPORTING THE COMMONWEALTH CONEERENCE PLAN TO ISOLATE SOUTH AFRICA 
FROM SPORTING CONTACTS, THUS HEADING OFF A THREATENED AFRICAN 
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BOYCOTT, THE TIMES EDITORIALIZES: 

"THE EDMONTON GAMES ARE NEXT YEAR; IF BY THAT TIME NEW ZEALAND HAS 
NOT SEVERED ALL LINKS WITH THE RACISTS, THE AFRICAN NATIONS AND 
THEIR ASIAN SYMPATHIZERS SHOULD BOYCOTT THE GAMES." 

THE PAPER NOTES THAT ALTHOUGH THE SPECIAL STATMENT ISSUED BY THE 33 
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NATIONS ON THE SUBJECT DOES NOT MENTION NEW ZEALAND BY NAME, 

"AN EARLY COMMUNIQUE ON NEW ZEALAND'S SPORTING CONTACTS WITH THE 
RACIST SOUTH AFRICAN REGIME IS STRANGELY EQUIVOCAL." 

COMMENTING ON THE COMMONWEALTH SUMMIT AS A WHOLE, THE NEWSPAPER CALLS 
ON THE SUMMIT TO "ENDORSE THE FRONTLINE STATES' POSITION ON RHODESIA 
- WITH THE RIDER THAT THE ANGLO-AMERICAN INITIATIVE BE SUPPORTED 
EVEN WHILE THE FIGHTING IS GOING ON. " 

SAYS THE TIMES: "THE COMMONWEALTH SHOULD CALL ON BRITAIN TO END THE 
REBELLION. IF THIS MEANS GIVING ARMS TO THE NATIONALISTS, IT 
SHOULD COME OUT COURAGEOUSLY AND SAY SO."
